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Data  Sources  and  Descriptions 


AGRICULTURE 

Acres  of  Harvested  Cropland  -  North  Carolina  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service.  Cropland  for  the 
calendar  year  consists  of  land  used  for  all  row  crops,  close-grown  field 
crops,  rotation  hay  and  pasture,  hay land,  conservation  use  only 
(excluding  forest  land),  orchards,  vineyards,  and  bush  fruit.  Data  for 
the  years  1978  through  1980  are  based  on  a  sample  survey  conducted  by  the 
Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service.  Information  in  pre- 
vious editions  of  Profile,  N.C.  Counties  was  obtained  through  the  N.C. 
Annual  Farm  Census  which  was  discontinued  after  1977.  The  sample  survey 
for  1978  through  1980  does  not  report  the  amount  of  idle  cropland  in  a 
county,  which  had  been  included  in  the  amounts  shown  in  previous  editions 
of  the  Profiles;  therefore,  we  are  providing  a  revised  series  for  the 
years  1969-1977  to  reflect  comparable  data  (harvested  cropland  only).  NA 
indicates  the  absence  of  acreage  information  for  a  county  when  a  farm 
census  was  either  incomplete  or  unavailable  and  the  county  is  not 
included  in  state,  planning  region,  and  SMSA-NonSMSA  totals. 

Estimated  Farm  Income  -  North  Carolina  Department  of  Agriculture,  Division  of 
Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service,  North  Carolina  Farm  Income.  Farm 
income  amounts  for  the  calendar  year  are  estimated  income  from  tobacco, 
cotton,  peanuts,  corn,  grains,  potatoes,  fruits  and  vegetables, 
greenhouse  and  nursery  items,  hay  and  other  crops,  livestock  products, 
farm  forests  and  government  payments. 

CORRECTIONS 

Prison  Admissions  -  North  Carolina  Department  of  Correction,  Division  of 
Prisons,  State  Correction  Statistical  Abstract.  These  figures  reflect 
the  number  of  new  admissions  and  probation  revocations  in  the  state  pri- 
son system  by  county  of  conviction  during  the  calendar  year.  The  state 
total  includes  those  persons  whose  county  of  conviction  is  not  reported. 

Parole  Population  -  North  Carolina  Department  of  Correction,  Division  of  Adult 
Probation  and  Paroles,  State  Correction  Statistical  Abstract.  These 
figures  reflect  the  parole  population  by  their  county  of  supervision  as 
of  December  31.  The  statewide  total  includes  the  number  of  parolees 
whose  county  of  supervision  is  not  reported  and  those  who  have  absconded; 
it  does  not  reflect  the  number  of  parolees  being  supervised  out-of-state. 

Probation  Population  -  North  Carolina  Department  of  Correction,  Division  of 
Adult  Probation  and  Paroles.  These  figures  represent  end  of  year  stock 
population. 

Youth  Services  Schools  Admissions  -  North  Carolina  Department  of  Human 
Resources,  Division  of  Youth  Services.  The  number  of  admissions  in  the 
calendar  year,  by  county  from  which  the  referrals  were  made,  to  the  five 
state-supported  youth  services  schools  are  indicated  by  these  figures. 
Children  under  the  age  of  16  years  may  be  admitted  to  the  schools  for 
offenses  ranging  from  failing  to  attend  school  to  capital  crimes. 
Although  a  court  order  is  required  for  commitment  of  a  child,  the  child 
is  not  a  convicted  criminal.  At  the  age  of  18,  youth  are  no  longer  eli- 
gible for  detention  in  the  youth  services  schools. 
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EDUCATION  ENROLLMENT 


Public  Schools  -  North  Carolina  Department  of  Public  Education,  Division  of 
Public  Instruction.  These  figures  represent  the  final  annual  enrollment 
in  the  state's  public  school  system  (grades  K-12)  for  the  nine-month 
school  year.  Final  annual  enrollment  is  a  cumulative  total  of  students 
enrolled  throughout  the  school  year  and  is  not  adjusted  to  reflect 
withdrawals . 

Community  Colleges  -  North  Carolina  Department  of  Public  Education,  Division 
of  Community  Colleges.  The  fall  quarter  enrollment  in  curriculum  and 
extension  courses  in  the  state  Community  College  system  is  shown  by 
enrollee's  county  of  residence.  The  statewide  total  is  a  summation  of 
county  amounts  and  excludes  enrollees  from  out-of-state. 

Higher  Education  -  The  University  of  North  Carolina,  General  Administration, 
Statistical  Abstract  of  Higher  Education.  The  number  of  undergraduate 
students  in  each  county  enrolled  during  the  fall  term  in  North  Carolina 
public  and  private  institutions  of  higher  learning  is  shown  here. 
Statewide  data  does  not  equal  the  summation  of  county  totals  due  to  the 
inability  to  assign  a  home  county  to  some  students.  Enrollment  in  pri- 
vate institutions  may  exclude  some  non-reporting  institutions. 

EMPLOYMENT 

North  Carolina  Department  of  Commerce,  Employment  Security  Commission, 
Bureau  of  Employment  Security  Research,  North  Carolina  Labor  Force 
Estimates  by  County 3  Area  and  State.  Total  employment  is  an  estimate  of 
the  average  annual  number  of  jobs  held,  by  place  of  work  (i.e.,  the 
county  or  region  in  which  the  job  is  held),  for  all  manufacturing  and 
non-manufacturing  industries  as  defined  by  the  standard  industrial 
classification  system  (SIC).  These  figures  exclude  agricultural 
employment,  non-farm  self-employed,  domestic  workers  in  private  house- 
holds and  unpaid  family  workers.  Statewide  totals  are  estimated  indepen- 
dently and  may  not  equal  the  summation  of  county  data. 

HEALTH  INDICATORS 

Primary  Care  Physicians  -  The  University  of  North  Carolina,  Health  Services 
Research  Center,  North  Carolina  Active  Physicians 3  Volume  1.  Primary 
care  physicians  for  purposes  of  this  publication  are  defined  as  general 
practice,  family  practice,  family  medicine,  internal  medicine, 
pediatrics,  gynecology,  and  obstetrics.  The  doctors  included  in  this 
count  are  non-federal  practicing  physicians  as  licensed  by  the  North 
Carolina  Board  of  medical  Examiners  in  September.  In  the  "Rankings"  sec- 
tion of  this  publication,  physicians  per  10,000  population  are  ranked 
from  high  to  low. 

Hospital  Beds  -  North  Carolina  Department  of  Human  Resources,  Division  of 
Facility  Services,  A  Complete  Listing  of  Hospitals,  Non-Federal .  The 
number  of  hospital  beds  (by  design)  as  of  August  1  for  general  and  acute 
use,  pediatrics,  eye,  ear,  nose,  and  throat,  rehabilitation  and  long-term 
care  are  included.  The  county  total  excludes  beds  provided  for  mental 
diseases,    alcoholism   and    addiction,    mental    retardation,    and  pulmonary 
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diseases.  County  totals  also  exclude  state-supported  hospitals  except 
for  North  Carolina  Memorial  Hospital  in  Orange  County  which  serves  the 
general  public  in  that  area.  The  statewide  total  is  a  summation  of 
county  totals  plus  the  state-supported  hospitals  and  the  beds  described 
above  which  are  excluded  from  the  county  total.  Multi-county  planning 
region  totals  reflect  the  summation  of  county  totals  within  the  respec- 
tive regions. 

Infant  Deaths  -  North  Carolina  Department  of  Human  Resources,  Division  of 
Health  Services,  State  Center  for  Health  Statistics,  North  Carolina 
Vital  Statistics.  An  infant  death  is  defined  as  death  of  a  live  born 
infant  under  one  year  of  age.  The  infant  death  rate  is  defined  as  resi- 
dent infant  deaths  per  1,000  resident  live  births  for  the  calendar  year. 
In  the  "Rankings"  section,  5-year  infant  death  rates  are  ranked  from  high 
to  low. 

HIGHWAY  MILEAGE 

North  Carolina  Department  of  Transportation,  Division  of  Highways,  North 
Carolina  Highway  and  Road  Mileage.  Figures  shown  for  primary  and  secon- 
dary roads  as  of  January  1,  1981  include  both  paved  and  unpaved  mileage. 
The  state  primary  highway  system  is  composed  of  all  Interstate,  U.S.  and 
N.C.  numbered  highways.  The  state  secondary  road  system  is  composed  of 
all  other  state-maintained  roads. 

INDUSTRY  -  NEW  AND  EXPANDED 

North  Carolina  Department  of  Commerce,  Industrial  Development  Division. 
Investment  amounts  and  the  number  of  new  employees  are  estimated  and 
reported  to  the  Department  of  Commerce  at  the  time  an  industry  announces 
location  or  expansion  plans.  The  statewide  total  is  a  summation  of 
county  totals. 

LABOR  FORCE 

North  Carolina  Department  of  Commerce,  Employment  Security  Commission, 
Bureau  of  Employment  Security  Research,  North  Carolina  Labor  Force 
Estimates  by  County 3  Area,  and  State.  Labor  force  estimates  represent 
the  combined  totals  of  the  average  annual  employed  and  unemployed  persons 
and  have  been  adjusted  to  remove  the  effect  of  multiple  job  holding  and 
the  effect  of  commuting  from  one  county  (or  planning  region)  to  another. 
The  unemployment  rate  is  the  ratio  of  the  total  number  unemployed  (not 
working  but  seeking  work)  to  the  number  in  the  civilian  labor  force.  The 
adjustment  of  commuters  from  the  labor  force  total  insures  that  the 
unemployment  rates  between  areas  are  more  comparable  and  are  influenced 
only  by  the  differences  in  the  severity  of  unemployment.  Unemployment 
rates  for  counties  and  planning  regions  are  ranked  from  high  to  low  in 
the  "Rankings"  section  of  this  publication. 

MOTOR  VEHICLES 

Auto  and  Truck  Registrations  -  North  Carolina  Department  of  Transportation, 
Division  of  Motor  Vehicles.  Included  in  the  totals  for  the  calendar  year 
are  registrations  for  automobiles  and  trucks  by  county  in  which  the 
vehicles  were  registered.  The  statewide  total  is  a  summation  of  county 
amounts  and    excludes     registrations    for  trailers,     buses,  motorcycles, 
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dealers,  transporters,  driveaway  and  public-owned  passenger  vehicles, 
trucks  and  trailers.  The  method  used  to  produce  the  auto  and  truck 
registration  estimates  that  have  appeared  in  previous  editions  of 
Profile 3  North  Carolina  Counties  could  not  be  used  after  North  Carolina 
began  the  staggered  registration  system  in  1980.  The  amounts  shown  in 
this  document  for  1980  were  obtained  from  another  source  within  the 
.Division  of  Motor  Vehicles  and  reflect  the  actual  number  of  auto  and 
truck  registrations  for  the  year.  Comparable  data  for  the  years 
1970-1979  can  be  found  on  pages  44  and  45. 

Accidents,  Persons  Injured  and  Persons  Killed  -  North  Carolina  Department  of 
Transportation,  Division  of  Motor  Vehicles,  Traffic  Records  Section, 
North  Carolina  Traffic  Accident  Facts.  These  figures  represent  the 
number  of  reportable  accidents  in  the  calendar  year.  A  reportable  acci- 
dent is  one  which  involves  injury,  death,  or  property  damage  of  $200  or 
more.  The  number  of  persons  injured  or  killed  is  determined  from  the 
investigating  officers'  reports  which  are  filed  within  24  hours  of  the 
accident.  Motor  vehicle  accidents  per  1,000  persons  are  ranked  from  high 
to  low  in  the  "Rankings"  section  of  this  publication. 

PER  CAPITA  INCOME 

United  States  Department  of  Commerce,  Bureau  of  Economic  Analysis.  These 
income  figures  for  the  calendar  year  reflect  private  and  government  wage 
and  salary  payments  in  cash  and  in  kind,  other  labor  income,  farm  and 
non-farm  proprietor's  income,  personal  interest  income,  net  rental  income 
of  persons,  dividends,  and  transfer  payments,  less  personal  contributions 
for  social  insurance.  Income  is  measured  before  the  deduction  of  per- 
sonal income  and  other  personal  taxes  and  is  reported  in  current  dollars 
(no  adjustment  is  made  for  inflation).  Revised  amounts  for  the  years 
1969-1979  are  shown  on  pages  42  and  43.  Per  capita  income  in  1980  is 
ranked  from  high  to  low  in  the  "Rankings"  section  of  this  publication. 

POPULATION 

Total  Population  -  United  States  Department  of  Commerce,  Bureau  of  the  Census. 
1970  and  1980  population  totals  are  actual  census  counts  as  of  April  1  of 
the  respective  years.  The  1980  figures  were  taken  from  Summary  Tape  File 
1.  Corrections  to  these  counts  may  occur  when  errors  are  detected  by  the 
Census  Bureau.  Population  density  (population  per  square  mile)  is  ranked 
from  high  to  low  in  the  "Rankings"  section,  and  is  based  on  1980  land 
area  reported  in  the  1980  Census  of  Population  report  Number  of 
Inhabitants . 

Note  -  Effective  July  1,  1974  the  boundary  between  Halifax  and  Warren 
Counties  was  moved  to  include  all  of  the  town  of  Littleton  within 
Halifax  County.  To  provide  a  consistent  population  series 
corresponding  to  current  geographical  boundaries,  the  official 
population  counts  and  estimates  for  1970  through  1974  reflect 
adjustments  for  this  boundary  change  before  its  actual  occurrence. 
However,  the  official  birth  and  death  data  used  to  develop  natural 
increase  have  not  been  adjusted  for  this  boundary  change  prior  to 
its  occurrence.  The  combination  of  adjusted  population  and  unad- 
justed natural  increase  could  result  an  estimated  net  migration 
rate  which  is  slightly  in  error  but  would  not  be  detected  within 
rounding.   (See  Halifax  and  Warren  County  Profiles,  p. 16  and  p. 26.) 
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Migration  -  North  Carolina  Office  of  State  Budget  and  Management,  Research  and 
Planning  Services.  This  rate  reflects  the  average  annual  rate  of  net 
migration  for  the  period  from  April  1,  1970  to  April  1,  1980.  In  calcu- 
lating average  annual  rates,  it  is  assumed  that  population  growth  is  com- 
pounded annually  with  the  rates  of  natural  increase  and  net  migration 
being  additive  in  any  single  year.  In  the  "Rankings"  section,  the 
average  annual  net  migration  rate  for  the  period  April  1,  1970  to  April 
1,  1980  is  ranked  from  high  to  low.  Please  refer  to  the  note  under 
"Total  Population." 

Natural  Increase  -  North  Carolina  Office  of  State  Budget  and  Management.  This 
figure  reflects  natural  increase  (births  minus  deaths)  for  the  period 
April  1,  1970  to  April  1,  1980.  Summation  of  counties  does  not  add  to 
total  due  to  rounding.  Please  refer  to  the  note  under  "Total  Population." 

PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE  RECIPIENTS 

Aid  to  Families  With  Dependent  Children  (AFDC)  -  North  Carolina  Department  of 
Human  Resources,  Division  of  Human  Resources,  Reports  and  Program 
Analysis  Section.  These  figures  represent  the  average  monthly  number  of 
AFDC  recipients  for  the  fiscal  year. 

Aged,  Disabled,  and  Blind  -  North  Carolina  Department  of  Human  Resources, 
Division  of  Human  Resources,  Reports  and  Program  Analysis  Section; 
Division  of  Services  for  the  Blind;  and  the  U.S.  Department  of  Health  and 
Human  Services,  Social  Security  Administration.  These  totals  represent 
the  number  of  persons  receiving  income  assistance  for  the  fiscal  year. 
They  are  obtained  by  calculating  the  average  number  of  persons  receiving 
Supplemental  Security  Income  (SSI)  in  December  and  June  of  the  fiscal 
year,  and  then  adding  the  average  number  of  persons  receiving  only  State/ 
County  Special  Assistance  or  Special  Assistance  for  the  Blind  in  these 
same  months.  Summation  of  counties  may  not  equal  State  total  due  to 
rounding . 

RETAIL  SALES 

North  Carolina  Department  of  Revenue,  Sales  and  Use  Tax  Division, 
"Analysis  of  State  Sales  and  Use  Tax  Collections  and  Gross  Retail  Sales 
by  Counties  and  Business  Groups."  Retail  sales  for  the  fiscal  year 
represent  total  taxable  and  non-taxable  sales  as  reported  monthly  on 
Sales  and  Use  Tax  Report  Forms.  The  statewide  summary  includes  foreign 
(outside  North  Carolina)  amounts  and  will  not  equal  the  summation  of 
county  totals. 

SALES  AND  USE  TAX 

North  Carolina  Department  of  Revenue,  Sales  and  Use  Tax  Division, 
"Analysis  of  State  Sales  and  Use  Tax  Collections  and  Gross  Retail  Sales 
by  Counties  and  Business  Groups."  These  amounts  represent  total  gross 
collections  of  state  sales  and  use  tax  for  the  fiscal  year  and  do  not 
contain  any  local  sales  and  use  tax.  The  state  total  includes  the  2%  use 
tax  collected  on  motor  vehicles  and  airplanes  which  is  not  tabulated  by 
county .
